OUR SEAL 




Last fall at an rjpciiiiig meeting of 
the Yearlxjok coJiimittee, it was sujjr- 
gested that wv needed something io 
interpret the .^jiirit of Jamaiea Plain 
High School — -sometiiing which \v<juid 
represent the schoc>l Tor all time: a 
symbol of Jamaica J'lain High School. 
Many suggestions were offered, 1>ut a 
seal was finally determine<l npon. 
Tliis was to be significant, and con- 
setjuently had to be authentic, in 
accordance with the traditions of 
Jamaica I'lain, A competition in the 
school ensned an<l, finally, a Seal 
^lan was discovered. 

The Seat Man cast alxnit for several 
weeks, looking in the libraries for 
books mentioning Jamaica Plain, 
These were scarce and remarkably 
dusty. Xo mention was fonnd of a 
seal. The Seal Man was worried. 
The case seemed hopeless, but "it is 
always <larkest before tlawn." One 
bright morning, the Sea! Man pro- 
ceeded to City Hal! where lie in 



vestigated the lil>rary of the Statistics 
Deiiartnu'iil. From there he climbed 
to Beacon I. ill and into the home of 
I he Sacred ("od, only to be lost 
among the \-arious offices. After the 
guide had set him straight, lie found 
his way into the library of the State 
House. H was really a very inter- 
esting library; it had the original 
logbook of (lovernor Winthroj). ixrl 
there were n(j papers of incorjjoralton 
for Jamaica Plain, and no official seal, 

"Howe\'er, he did discover some vvvy 
interehting information about Jamaica 
Plain: "A country seal, farming, situ- 
ated in the center of gently sloping 
hills. Healthful (<leath rate low). 
Originally called ^'Pond Plain" l IfJdT) 
At the time Cromwell ca])tured the 
island of Jamaica, in ihe Briti^h Wcrtt 
Indies, the name was changed to 
Jamaica. It is undoubtedly a slander 
upon the good people of this locality 
to assert that it <ferives its name from 
their fondness for Jamaica rum — and 
that they preferred it Plain," 

The Seal Man was in a tight spot. 
The only thing left was to get hold of 
something original as an oiKcial seal. 
.\fter wracking his brain, he liad a 
l)right idea of looking up the coat of 
arms of the Eliot family, so inflnen- 
cial in early Jamaica, and for whom 
this sch(;<)l was first named. In tlu' 
library he found this^ so it becanie 
the foundation for the seal of Jamaica 
Plain High School, 

Our seal has a significaiice, (»f course. 
Tlie elephant's head is taken from the 
crest of the Eliot coat-of-arms anrl 
.symbolizes strength, dignity, and 
prowess. The band on the shield 
represents, in heraldic symbolism, a 
plain, while the wavy lines represent 
water. These, too, have significance 
because the original name Xaymaca. 
given to Jamaica by the .Vrawak 
Indians found on that island by 
(.'{)! umbus, is supposed lo imply "an 
overflowing abundance of rivers." 
Instead of the fanuly mxjtto, we have 
placed "H. Jamaica Plain S." on tlu' 
heraldic ribbon. 

The seal has been niodihed to fit 
the ring structure and all future classes 
will use this seal, since it has been 
adopted as the official seal of Jamaica 
Plain High School. 

We hope you like it. (i. .\.
